6,693,086 (the '086 patent), which was filed on June 29, 1998. The Examiner alleges 
that Dow supplements Huipin, Hodge, and Lehner by teaching intranodal administration. 
However, priority documejt *086 patent is completely silent as to direct administration 
into the lymph node, as mstantly claimed. The Dow CIP does mention intranodal 
administration, as alleged by the Examiner, However, the CEP filing date is after that of 
the instant application. This, the Dow CIP is unavailable as a reference under 35 U.S.C. 
103. As such, the addition of Dow to Hxiipin, Hodge, and Ldmer is improper.
